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Lidl's plans for new sign angers neighbours 


RESIDENTS on St Andrews Road are continu¬ 
ing to fight supermarket chain Lidl as they sub¬ 
mit another planning application to install a 
luminous sign ,pictured, in front of the store. 

In 2011, Lidl’s application to erect a large illuminated 
advertising pole at the entrance of the store was rejected 
by West Dorset District Council after both residents and 
Bridport Town Council objected to the plans, but now they 
have submitted another application for a 7.5 metre high 
and 2.7 metres wide advertising sign. 

Members of the St Andrews Road and District Associa¬ 
tion are once again objecting to Lidl’s proposed plans, call¬ 
ing it “ugly” and “obtrusive” and asked members of 
Bridport Town Council’s plans committee to support them 
during their meeting on Monday. 

Addressing councillors, member Simon Williams said: 
“St Andrews Road is the northern gateway to our town and 
the World Heritage Site. What will visitors be greeted 
with? An illuminated advertising totem pole as high as a 
house to the glory of Lidl and its bakery. 
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“Lidl lies in the Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty 
(AONB) and opposite and adjoining a conservation area, 
there is a listed building opposite. Anything that is done 
there should enhance the environment. The proposed sign 
will not have a neutral effect. 

“A dual use of the pavement has been proposed for a 
cycle lane and pedestrian route as in Sea Road South. The 
sign would be a major obstruction to this taking place.” 

Another member of the residents association, Amanda 
Lankshear, also objected to the plans: “I live next to Lidl 
and already there is tremendous amounts of light which 
emanates from there all day and sometimes all night. 

“It already has an effect on the back of my house, shining 
into my bedroom window, and if this goes ahead then this 
light will shine directly into my bedrooms at the front and 
bay window. 

“I see no reason why we need another sign there, every¬ 
body knows where Lidl is. It is a conservation area and 
this does not add to the area; it takes away, as does Lidl it¬ 
self, which is a complete blot on a landscape. 

“We are in an Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty and I 
think that should be respected and I think the application 
should be refused.” 

Bronwen Dickenson, who lives two doors up from Lidl 
next to Amanda, also suffers light pollution from the store. 

She said: “I do think it will be very, very ugly, very ob¬ 
trusive and will take any prettiness that is already left 
away. 

“I don’t see the point of it, everyone knows where Lidl 
is, it is a small town and their sign there is adequate.” 

Members of the planning committee agreed and Cllr 
Geoff Ackerman said: “We can’t allow that can we? There 
is too much of it, it’s far too high and we can’t possibly 
accept that. 

Cllr Sarah Williams said that the council would be ob¬ 
jecting to the application on the grounds of impact on 
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neighbours and impact on a conservation area. 

Cllr Julian Jones said: “I think we should strongly object, 
not just object. The further up places like St Katherine’s 
Avenue and up on the tops of Jessopp Avenue and so on, 
Lidl is very visible and this is a big encroachment on the 
AONB in a sense. 

“They are completely wasting their money. Everybody 
knows where Lidl is; you can’t drive past Lidl without see¬ 
ing it. It is a perfectly good store, they don’t need to ad¬ 
vertise it any further.” 

Cllr Dave Rickard said: “We have already fought this 
battle with something a fraction of the size, we won the 
battle on illuminated signs across the whole town. 


“Domino’s Pizza wanted t 
the corner of the new car 
park and that has been 
turned down, so I think we 
have got planning law on 
our side. I think we should 
refer to previous applica¬ 
tions just to remind them 
[planning officers] they 
have already turned down 
something a fraction of the 
size.” 

Cllr Rickard also wanted 
the committee to look into 
the original application for 
Lidl and what was required 
of the store regarding light 
and screening. 

He added: “I seem to re¬ 
call that there was some re¬ 
quest for screening to the 
houses to the north of the 
site and I wonder whether 
you feel that we need to 
look at the original applica¬ 
tion and see what was 
asked for. Even if it wasn’t 
an article, I suggest that it 
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might be possible to ask for it. I think we need to not only 
object but also point out that they are not behaving in a 
very neighbourly way.” 

Residents have until November 4th to submit comments 
to West Dorset District Council on this planning applica¬

View From approached Lidl for comment on the matter 
but they had yet to respond by the time of going to press.

SUSTAINABLE living author and environmen¬ 
talist Tracey West was born in the East End of 
London and later moved to Thorncombe, and 
then Lyme Regis, with her three children. 

Together with husband Simon, she set up 
Magic Oxygen Publishing, which launched the 
Magic Oxygen Literary Prize three years ago, 
which sees a tree planted in Kenya for every 
entry submitted. 

She's also a patron for Women's Action Net¬ 
work Dorset, a member of eco-group Turn 
Lyme Green and a founding member of Frack 
Free Lyme Regis. 


• TELL us a little about your career history... 

I started out in the Square Mile as a PA, stopped work 
to raise my children in 1997, volunteered in the local 
charity shop and began writing in earnest about 
downshifting, environmental issues and simple, green 
living. My standpoint has always been positive and I 
love encouraging people to give a positive embrace to 
living with less. In 2007 I started broadcasting on 
Apple FM, Musgrove Park's Hospital Radio in Taunton. 
In 2009, I was commissioned to write "The Book of 
Rubbish Ideas" and in 2010, became a trustee for the 
National Association for Children of Alcoholics; unfor¬ 
tunately, I know what a nightmare that situation can 
me. 

• HOW did you come to set up Magic Oxygen Pub¬ 
lishing? 

My book sold out but the publisher didn't want to 
reprint, so they gave the rights back to me and my now 
super-geek second husband, Simon, turned it into an 
eBook. Shortly afterwards, we published my second 
title, "Poetry of Divorce for Women", as an actual paper¬ 
back and things rolled on from there. Incidentally, I'm 
also a very proud and vocal patron of the Women's Ac¬ 
tion Network Dorset, the public and fundraising arm 
of the Dorset Women's Refuge. 

# WHAT advice would you give to budding au¬ 
thors? 

Launching a book is no easy ride. In 2014, UK publish¬ 
ers released over 20 new books per hour, that equates 
to 2,875 titles per million inhabitants. Authors have to 
work harder than ever before to create a positive buzz 
promoting their work by giving talks, organising book 
signings and creating a buying market for their words 
on a website and on social media. The big bookshops 
have less control over what they stock and are bom¬ 
barded by sales reps, so an enthusiastic, happy author 
with a great elevator pitch is often the best weapon to 
get them to stock their title. We're very grateful for the 
local support given to us by Serendip. 

# YOU launched the Magic Oxygen Literary Prize 
(MOLP) three years ago - can you tell us a little 
about the competition? 

I wanted to launch a writing contest that planted a tree 
for every entry. Writers use paper, paper comes from 



trees and MOLP is a powerful conduit that addresses 
that balance. Our forestry expert Ru Hartwell sug¬ 
gested Bore in Kenya as a perfect site for our Word For¬ 
est. It had suffered greatly from deforestation and 
trees grown near the equator are extremely efficient 
at locking down lots of C02 from the atmosphere and 
keeping the world cool. 

Our Word Forest is now 11 times the size of Wembley 
Stadium and previous contests also funded the con¬ 
struction of an urgently-needed classroom at Kundeni 
Primary School in the same community. MOLP3 has 
just launched and we hope it'll fund a third classroom 
to help house the 300 children that attend. 

# CAN anyone have a tree planted in the Word For¬ 
est? 

Yes! If they'd like to enter a short story or poem, we 
have £3,000 in prize money to give away and every- 
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one gets a tree regardless. Once the contest has 
closed, we'll even send out the GPS co-ordinates of it. 
Visit MagicOxygen.co.uk/MOLP for details. Alterna¬ 
tively, visit GoFundMe.com/wordforest and help as 
you wish. 

• YOU also run Vittles & Verse poetry nights in 
Lyme - how can people get involved and what 
should they expect? 

Simon and I set this up last winter to keep the town 
buzzing in the quieter months and to give literary-lov¬ 
ing locals a good night out in one of our splendid 
eateries. Keian Gillet of the Galley Cafe on Broad Street 
is a marvellous host and £5 buys you some delicious 
soup and bread and a cracking evening of spoken 
word entertainment - poets get free cake too and 
there are other refreshments on offer on the second 
Saturday of each month, 7pm for 7.30pm start. It's to¬ 
tally diverse and you won't believe how many brilliant 
poets there are in Lyme! 

• YOU'RE passionate about green issues and re¬ 
cently launched the Frack Free Lyme Regis group 
on Facebook - how important is this issue in this 
area? 

It’s very important. Shale gas extracted via fracking is 
an unconventional hydrocarbon, unlike the conven¬ 
tional hydrocarbons currently extracted in Dorset and, 
as a passionate advocate for sustainable living, I know 
a well supported combination of green technologies 
could supply the UK with clean, safe energy. The 
shocking track record of social chaos and damage to 
life, land and the water table that has arisen from frack¬ 
ing in the US, Australia, Canada and various other 
countries, is terrifying. If local water tables are compro¬ 
mised, the water we drink will be too. Incidentally, li¬ 
cences to frack have been granted in Dorchester and 
around Hinkley Nuclear Plant, there are more to come. 
I urge everyone to research the topic, frack-off.org.uk 
is a good place to start. 

• ARE you a member of any other local groups? 

Yes, Turn Lyme Green is a brilliant organisation that 
usually meets on the second Tuesday of the month, 
often at the Royal Lion. It has raised public awareness 
about several environmental issues over the years. 

• YOU went vegan earlier this year - how easy is it 
to eat out in Lyme Regis? 

Very! There are lots of mouthwatering options to be 
enjoyed at our local Indian restaurants. Dottie Kitchen 
is brilliant, Tierra Kitchen has a good selection too, as 
does the Beach House Cafe, the Royal Standard and 
Royal Lion Hotel, and don’t get me started on the sor¬ 
bets at Frank and Beans! 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

It is such a breathtakingly beautiful spot on the planet 
and, somehow, it manages to blend rural living and 
maritime life into cocktail-shaken perfection. Its his¬ 
toric contours and calming landscape have healed my 
heartache and given birth to creativity I didn't know I 
had. I adore its weft and weave of literary culture, re¬ 
spect for deep tradition and occasional sparks of mod¬ 
ern attitude... and Vic's chips are great too! 
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Travis Perkins to dose 30 branches across the country 

NO WORD YET ON LOCAL STORES IN BRIDPORT, LYME REGIS, DORCHESTER AND WEYMOUTH 


THE UK’s leading building merchant, Travis 
Perkins, has announced it will close 30 branches, 
putting 600 jobs at risk. 

The company, which has branches in Bridport, 
Lyme Regis, Dorchester and Weymouth, say the 
closures are due to “future demand” being hard to 
predict. 

Travis Perkins currently employs 28,000 and has 
2,060 stores. 

Chief executive John Carter said: “Our opera¬ 
tional focus remains on improving all of our cus- 
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tomer propositions, optimising our networks, in¬ 
tensifying our use of space and exploiting the scale 
advantage we have created. 

“It is still too early to predict customer demand 
in 2017 with certainty and we will continue to 
monitor our lead indicators closely. 

“Given this uncertainty we will be closing over 


30 branches and making further efficiency driven 
changes in the supply chain, resulting in an excep¬ 
tional charge of £40-50 million this year.” 

The closures include ten smaller distribution and 
fabrication centres, the write off of certain IT 
legacy equipment and over 30 branch closures in 
their trade businesses. 

A total of 600 jobs are at risk and it is understood 
that those concerned are aware of the changes. 

It is currently unknown if the branches in West 
Dorset will be amongst those to close. 


■ DORSET artist Brian Rice, pictured, 
will be at Waterstones in Bridport on 
Saturday (October 29th) from 10am 
to 12 noon, signing copies of a new 
book featuring all of his paintings 
from over the last 64 years. 

'Brian Rice: Paintings 1952-2016' 
has been published to celebrate his 
80th birthday. 

Rice's paintings are highly col¬ 
lectable and the event also offers the 
chance to enter a draw to win an 
original Rice mini-painting. 

In the 1960s, Rice was at the heart 
of the London art scene. As part of 
the crowd around the Royal College 
of Art that included David Hockney, 
Peter Blake, Joe Tilson, Allen Jones 
and Derek Boshier, he mingled with 
fashion designers, rock musicians 
and models. 

Film director Michelangelo Anto¬ 
nioni interviewed him when re¬ 
searching the background for'Blow 
Up', a film about a fashion designer. 

He has also appeared in many TV 
commercials, fashion shoots and set 


designs. 

In the mid-1970s. Rice left London 
and retreated to his roots in the West 
Country where he became a sheep 
farmer and taught part-time at 
Brighton College of Art, now the Uni¬ 
versity of Brighton. 

Working on the land, he discovered 
Bronze Age archaeological remains 
and these inspired a new artistic di¬ 
rection, focused on the landscape 
and ancient traces of habitation. 

Rice's life and art merged when in 
the 1980s he sold his farm and 
bought a dilapidated 15th century 
house at Hewood on the Dorset/ 
Devon/Somerset borders. 

He has spent the last 35 years 
restoring it and uncovering traces of 
its past, including inscriptions. 

His commitment to the project led 
to him producing more artworks im¬ 
bued with a sense of place and deep 
connection to nature.

LOCAL care at home provider, Bluebird 
Care Dorset, will celebrate their fifth an¬ 
niversary next week on November 4th.

He received a 14 month ban from driving, 
a £210 fine and £85 costs.

DORSET Police and Trading 
Standards will be warning resi¬ 
dents to ‘be sure who’s at your 
door’ in a week of action. 

The organisations will be hold¬ 
ing Doorstep Crime Awareness 


Week this week - from Monday, 
October 24th to Friday, October 
28th - to raise the profile of the 
issue and to advise members of 
the public on how they can pre¬ 
vent themselves from falling vic¬ 


tim to rogue traders and distrac¬ 
tion burglars. 

Neighbourhood Policing Teams 
(NPTs) will be joining forces with 
Trading Standards, other partner 
agencies, businesses and commu¬ 


nity groups, to engage with resi¬ 
dents across Dorset. 

They will be at TSB in Bridport 
today (Wednesday, October 26th) 
from 10am to 2pm. 

Inspector Ernie Henley, Dorset 
Police crime lead, said: “Doorstep 
criminals will use persuasive tech¬ 
niques in an attempt to deceive 
victims and enter their homes. 

“Throughout this awareness 
week, we hope to bring informa¬ 
tion and advice to as many people 
as possible. 

“Doorstep criminals will target 
anyone, but often prey on the most 
vulnerable members of our com¬ 
munities, Dorset Police is working 
with our partners to protect the pub¬ 
lic and bring offenders to justice. 

“We would urge members of the 
public to come along to one of our 
events to receive advice about 
rogue traders, distraction burglars 
and any other related concerns.” 

Rogue traders will offer services 
such as gardening work or house 
maintenance at seemingly com¬ 
petitive prices, but will provide 
work which is substandard, un¬ 
necessary or overpriced. 

Richard Herringshaw, of Trad¬ 
ing standards, said: “Rogue 
traders will often attempt to con 
vulnerable people out of large 
sums of money, in many cases 
their life savings. 

“Aside from the financial im¬ 
pact, studies show that being a 
victim of doorstep crime has a 
detrimental effect on health, con¬ 
fidence and ultimately an individ¬ 
ual’s independence. 


“If you do need work done 
around your home, please visit 
www.buy withconfidence .gov.uk 
to find a Trading Standards Ap¬ 
proved Trusted Trader.” 

Distraction burglars make up a 
story to gain entry into a property; 
they will distract you whilst they 
or an accomplice steals items of 
value. This could include purses, 
wallets, jewellery and cash. 

Detective Inspector Neil Wright, 
of the Dorset Police Priority Crime 
Team, said: “The stories distrac¬ 
tion burglars fabricate can range 
from claiming to be a neighbour 
looking for a lost ball, a represen¬ 
tative from a utility company or an 
official from a reputable organisa¬ 
tion such as the police or council. 

“If you are not sure who is at 
your door - don’t open it. 

“Burglars may enter the rear of

AN art exhibition depicting the practice and his¬ 
tory of capital punishment by an artist awaiting ex¬ 
ecution is now on display at Bridport Arts Centre. 

'Who Lives, Who Dies, Who Decides' comprises 
work by Kenneth 'Kenny' Reams, who has been on 
death row in Arkansas since 1993 for a crime he 
committed when he was 18-years-old. 

The exhibition is a key component of'Art for Am- 
icus'a series of exhibitions by artists awaiting exe¬ 
cution across the US. 

More than 50 works of art are on display, includ¬ 
ing pencil drawings, acrylic paintings and several 
installations. 

The aims of his exhibition and of Art for Amicus 
are to highlight the importance of art to those in 
difficult circumstances and to raise awareness of 
the human rights issues surrounding the use of the 
death penalty. 

Kenny's mother was only 15 when she gave birth 
to him. She suffered mental health issues and there 
was alcohol and substance abuse in the house¬ 
hold and his father had no contact with him. 

Kenny left home at 13, falling in with a group of 
older offenders in a small, crime-ridden town. 

In 1993, aged 18, he was arrested with a friend 
in connection with a hold-up at gun point and 
the victim had been shot dead by a single bullet. 
Kenny did not pull the trigger but has otherwise 
never denied involvement. 

Both Kenny and his co-defendant were offered 
a plea deal - a life sentence without the possibil¬ 
ity of parole for a guilty plea. Kenny stood trial, 
not believing his role justified life imprisonment, 
let alone execution, while his co-defendant ac¬ 
cepted the deal. 

However, Kenny was sentenced to death and at 
the time he was the youngest death row inmate 
in Arkansas. 


He started to draw whilst in prison, a talent which 
he had always had but never developed. 

Bringing Kenny's message and art to the UK was 
the brainchild of barrister Samantha Knights, who 
first met Kenny in 2000 during a capital defence in¬ 
ternship with Amicus. 

He would write to her and send pencil drawings 
and Samantha began to send him art materials. 

In 2014, Kenny's work was exhibited in Little 
Rock, the capital of Arkansas, and Samantha sug¬ 
gested a UK exhibition. 

She said: "Through the medium of art it is hoped 
that people will reflect on issues of crime and pun¬ 
ishment, not just how it is carried out in the US but 
also more generally. That is what Kenny hopes to 
achieve through this exhibition." 

Amicus is a legal charity that fights for justice on 
US death rows and helps to provide legal assis¬ 
tance to those facing execution. 

Kenny Reams'exhibition is at Bridport Arts Centre 
until November 26th.

This is according to the Office for National 
Statistics and the figures are from July 1st 2015 
to June 30th 2016 compared with the previous 12 
month period. 

The increase in crime reported to police was 
predicted by the force in July last year and has 
been regularly discussed at Police and Crime 
Panel meetings. It follows a national trend across 
England and Wales, with rises already seen in 
most police force areas. 

Deputy Chief Constable James Vaughan said: 
“Dorset Police has worked hard to improve our 
compliance with the complex Home Office 
Counting Rules, and to ensure the public are con¬ 
fident to report crime to us. 

“We have demonstrated we are fully committed 
to meeting the very high standards set out by the 
government and crime recording, which are in¬ 
spected through HM Inspectorate of Constabu¬ 
lary (HMIC). 

“As a consequence of improved practice, the 
force is publishing increases in total crime which 
I wish to reassure you is due to a greater emphasis 
being placed on accuracy.” 

Changes to crime recording over the past 12 
months have also apparently had an effect on the 
figures released. 

One change is the inclusion of malicious com¬ 
munications into the category of ‘harassment’ and 
therefore into the broad category of ‘violent 
crime’. This contributed to a 37 per cent rise in 
total violent crime. 

Other increases have resulted from focused police 
activity, such as the work of the Paedophile Inves¬ 
tigation Team proactively seeking out offenders. 


As a result of the work of the Dorset Police 
Safeguarding Referral Unit and referrals from 
other partner agencies, Dorset has also seen an 
increase in reports of child neglect. 

Dorset is among a minority of police forces that 
were graded as ‘good’ in the HMIC vulnerability 
inspection last year. 

The force was praised for its work to encourage 
people to report sexual offences, domestic abuse 
and other crimes involving vulnerable victims. 

Deputy Chief Constable Vaughan added: “Our 
safeguarding activity and our victim-focused ap¬ 
proach has led to more people coming forward to 
report crimes affecting the most vulnerable in the 
county. 

“We make no excuse for encouraging people to 
report such crimes - whatever impact it has on 
statistics. 

“I can reassure people that Dorset remains a 
safe place to live, work and visit. The officers and 
staff of Dorset Police are committed to ensuring 
it stays that way.” 

Acting Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Colin Pipe, said: “Ensuring that people feel con¬ 
fident to report crime, whatever their situation, is 
a critical part of British policing. 

“I am confident that the increase we are see¬ 
ing is due to this enhanced trust, along with bet¬ 
ter recording practices, reflecting trends 
nationally. 

“This rise has been articulated to the media and 
to the public many times in the last nine months, 
before these official figures were released. 

“Reducing the overall number of victims of 
crime in Dorset is a long term objective of the 
commissioner’s second term in office and Dorset 
Police will continue to adapt with the changing 
nature of policing to aim at achieving that.”

WHILST I love zooming up and down on my 
sewing machine, there’s something about the 
shorter winter nights which makes me want 
to curl up in front of the fire with a hand 
sewing project and here’s the ideal make - 
Funky little felt ornaments. They’re perfect 
for hanging on your tree or adorning that 
special present. I’ve also included a free¬ 
standing version, offering up even more dec¬ 
orating possibilities for your dinner table or 
festive mantel! 

Step 1. Trace around the wooden Christmas 
tree shape onto your green and brown felt 
and cut out the required number of pieces. 
You will need two green tree fronts and one 
brown trunk for each ornament. I used a light 
green felt which, combined with bright but¬ 
tons, gives a really modern feel to the project. 
Should you prefer a more traditional theme, 
simply use a darker felt and scarlet buttons. 

Step 2. Place the mini buttons into a pleas¬ 
ing arrangement and then stitch securely 
using matching thread. 

Step 3. Using green thread stitch around the 
tree shape, inserting a burlap loop at the top 
and the brown trunk piece at the bottom. 

Step 4. If you are making the free standing 
version, colour a craft stick with brown felt- 
tip pen and insert along with your stuffing. 

Step 5. Insert the craft stick into a large 
wooden bead or wooden sewing bobbin. 

Step 6. That’s it! Now simply give your new 
handmade ornament pride of place amongst 
your other decorations!

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Marvelous Mince Pies 

Ingredients 

350g/12oz high quality mincemeat, preferably home¬ 
made 

200g/7oz plain flour, sifted 
40g/lV2OZ golden caster sugar 
75g/2%oz ground almonds 
125g/4V20z unsalted butter, diced 
1 large free-range egg, beaten 
milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is 
evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread¬ 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder 
tube. (Or rub the butter into the dry ingredients by 
hand and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in 
clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll out the 
pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a 
fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the 
pre pared tin. Press gently into each hole, then fill with 
the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use to 
cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly 
with milk. Chill for 

about 30 minutes. 

Meanwhile, pre 
heat the oven to 
200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies 
for 20 minutes 
until golden 
brown.Remove to 
a wire rack and 
serve warm.

Make your own Super Santa Cupcake 


Preparation time 30 mins Cooking time 25 mins • Makes 12 cupcakes 


Ingredients 

For the Cupcake 

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • ltsp Vanilla extract 

For the Father Christmas Topper 

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, choco¬ 
late, white & black • 60ml Water • Apricot lam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas 
mark 4) and line a 12 hole cupcake tin with 
cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until 
pale and fluffy, then add the eggs one by one 
mixing in well in betweenm then add the 
vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon 
into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or 
until golden and a skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, 
use the red sugar paste icing and roll out a ball 
about 5cm in diameter then flatten the base. 
Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 
1.5cm diameter for his arms and finally make 
a cone shape for his hat and squash the 
pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of 
the red and roll them together until the red 
blends in to give you a pink colour for his 
head. 

6. Next take some black icing and roll 2 small 
balls for eyes, 2 larger balls for his gloved 
hands and then roll out a little for a belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the 
black belt onto the red body. Next finish the 


arms by attaching the black hands to the ends 
of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some 
of the white icing until is around the end of 
the arms for his cuffs, using some water to 
glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal 
edge. Attach these using a little water, squash¬ 
ing the arms around the body. 

8. Next make a small ball using the white 
icing for a pom pom and attach to the top of 
the hat. 

9. To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut 
out a small edged piece for his beard, and 2 
smaller pieces for his moustache. Make a 
small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 
2 small balls of white icing and small black 
icing balls for his eyes. 

10. To decorate your cupcake, roll out some 
chocolate icing and cut into disc, place this on 
the cake using some warm apricot jam to stick. 
Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.

Nevin is joined by a cast of some of Britain's finest 
musicians, including his former Fairground band- 
mates Simon Edwards on rock-steady bass and 
Roger Beaujolais, whose vibraphone rings joyfully 
throughout atop the drums of master stickman 
Richard Marcangelo. 

Some songwriters can work the chart shift, work¬ 
ing a 9 to 5 hitmaking regime. Others write when 
the inspiration strikes, and the inspiration has been 
striking Mark Nevin for the better part of a quarter- 
century. His resume runs from the multi-million-sell¬ 
ing 'Perfect'to writing with everyone from Morrissey 
to Ringo Starr. It includes collaborations with Car- 
leen Anderson, Lloyd Cole and the irreplaceable 
Kirsty MacColl, and covers of his songs by Joe 
Cocker, David Bowie, even Julio Iglesias. 

FAIRGROUND ATTRACTION 

Teaming up with Scottish singer Eddi Reader, 
firstly for demos as a duo and then becoming the 
four-piece Fairground Attraction, they knew they 
were onto a winner. "When we played 'Perfect'for 
the first time, the audience went ballistic." As indeed 
they did when the single was released in 1987, soar¬ 
ing to No. 1 in the UK and becoming a worldwide 
phenomenon. 

As Nevin says, Fairground Attraction went from 0 
to 100 in no time. Another top ten single, 'Find My 


Love,'flowed from Nevin's pen, and they went on to 
a huge debut album,'The First Of A Million Kisses,' 
which stayed on the chart for nearly a year. BRIT 
Awards followed for both Best Single and Best 
Album, in the year of the most famous ceremony in 
the event's history (Mick Fleetwood and Sam Fox, 
say no more). 

Inevitably, the group crashed and burned, but 
Nevin moved swiftly to pastures new. "I was doing 
so many things then, working with Kirsty, with Mor¬ 
rissey, Carleen Anderson, then the Sweetmouth 
album with Brian Kennedy, it was like I was working 
non-stop." 

Nevin went on to write extensively with Morris¬ 
sey, on the 'Kill Uncle'and'Your Arsenal'albums and 
four consecutive top 40 singles ('Our Frank,"Sing 
Your Life,"Pregnant ForThe LastTime'and'Sing Your 
Life'). David Bowie covered the duo's 'I Know It's 
Gonna Happen Someday,' then Mark and Kirsty 
MacColl charted the breakups of their respective 
marriages and turned it into something beautiful, 
on her'Titanic Days'album. Nevin had his own Bea- 
tle moment, when Sir George Martin conducted the 
orchestra on the song Mark wrote with Ringo Starr, 
'I'm Yours.'

1. If you've outgrown your home and you can make it bigger 
by building an extension or converting the loft, cellar or garage,

Add a wall of bi-fold doors 
leading out to the garden to give a wonderful feeling of inside- 
outside space and you have a valuable addition to your home. 

5. If enlarging the kitchen isn't an option, modernising a dated 


kitchen is one of the best things you can do. Kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms are the rooms that most sell homes because replacing 
them is expensive and disruptive, and while you don't have to 
spend a fortune to get a good look, any money spent is usually 
a good investment in these key rooms.

HOW-TO TIP 

Do you have unsightly radiator-pipe holes in varnished or 
stained floorboards? This is a common problem if the radiators 
have been moved, leaving the old holes. Carefully lifting the 
boards with holes in and fixing a piece of wood underneath 
will enable you to fill the holes easily. If you can't get the boards 
up and there's nothing to fill on to, gradually build up wood 
filler around the edge of each hole and when that's set hard, 
fill the middle of the hole. Use a flexible wood filler that's the 
same as, or a similar colour to, the floorboards, or stain the filler 
the same colour for a good finish.

L YME Regis Gig Club 
held their AGM last week 
and were able look back 
on a hugely successful year in 
which new records were set in 
what was their best season to 
date. 

The Club’s active membership 
now stands at 166 from Lyme 
and the surrounding area, mak¬ 
ing it one of the largest clubs, in 
terms of members taking part in 
sport, in West Dorset. 

Member age ranges from nine 
to 80. The club has a growing 
number of youth rowers, many 


of these took part in the Jurassic 
Coast Junior Races last Saturday 
where 50 young rowers com¬ 
peted. 

In veteran racing (over 40) the 
club is now one of the top few in 
the country in terms of results, 
making the top 10 in three of the 
four categories in the World 
Championships. 

The club has a strong social 
side, with plenty of off-water ac¬ 
tivities and training plus ample 
post row coffees by the Cobb, 
evening drinks in the local pubs 
and a monthly social get to¬ 


gether. 

There are lots of club members 
who prefer to row for the sheer 
pleasure of some healthy exer¬ 
cise in Lyme Bay in these beau¬ 
tifully crafted traditional 
wooden boats. 

The club’s origins stem from a 
desire for long distance Ocean 
rowing, and in 2016 a division 
started up focusing on just this. 
They have taken part in several 
long distance races and plan 
many more for 2017. 

In fact the club has five At¬ 
lantic Ocean crossings under the 


belts of its membership. 

During the racing season the 
club attended more regattas than 
ever before and has sent crews 
to 25 separate regattas. 

Furthermore, some club mem¬ 
bers will fly off to Bermuda this 
month to represent Lyme in the 
first ever gig races on the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

There has been huge success 
in the regattas. The men’s A 
crew have lead the way with 
wins in Weymouth, Ilfracombe, 
Bridport and Lyme and came in 
14th out of 160 crews in the 
World Championships on the 
Isles of Scilly. 

Not be outdone the men’s vets 
crew (over 40s) won in Wey¬ 
mouth, Bridport, Lyme, Ilfra¬ 
combe and Teignmouth plus a 
fine 2nd in the highly ranked 
Rame regatta and a brilliant 4th 
in the World Championships. 

There were further wins also 
for the men’s C crew in Dart¬ 
mouth and the men’s supervets 
in Lyme. 

Although fewer victories for 
the ladies, they have progressed 
up through the ranks with great 
strides. 

The ladies supervets tasted 
victory in Ilfracombe while the 
ladies A made the top 50 for the 
first time in the World Champi¬ 
onships. 

All the ladies crews con¬ 
tributed to Lyme’s first ever club 
trophy in a regatta, winning the 
overall award in their home re¬ 


gatta in August. 

During 2016 the club added 
two new boats to the fleet. A 
plastic gig named Prospero to 
allow access for even more row¬ 
ers and a new fibre glass skiff 
named Storm Force. 

The club also invested in six 
new Concept 2 rowing machines 
to provide training opportunities 
for when rowing is cancelled 
due to poor weather. 

Another great landmark comes 
up in the New Year as Club cel¬ 
ebrate’s its 10th anniversary. 

Looking forward to the 2017 
season, the club has voted in 
new men’s captain Ton Short 
with ladies caption Anna Doxey 
being re-elected. 

The months of winter training 
now start in preparation for the 
first race in March. 

The club has various types of 
off-water training taking place 
and rowing continues on week¬ 
ends throughout the winter, 
weather permitting. 

The club is keen to welcome 
new members of all ages and 
abilities, so if you fancy some 
leisurely social rowing or want 
to get fitter and compete at the 
top level of this ever growing 
and highly competitive sport just 
get in touch.
